AID CHILDREN THEIR OWN 
HOMES INSTITUTIONS 

interesting extension service being demon- 
strated several institutions southern states. Four 
institutions conducted under church auspices—two 
them Presbyterian and two Baptist—located North 
Carolina and South Carolina, provide “mothers’ 
children their own homes. One the pioneers 
this form institutional activity was the Thomasville 
Orphanage, Thomasville, N.C. Since the inception 
this aid the institution, the State North Caro- 
lina has passed “mothers’ aid” law, but, com- 
monly the case, public funds are not yet adequate 
meet all the needs. The Presbyterian Orphanage, 
Barium Springs, C., Connie Maxwell Orphanage, 
Greenwood, C., and Thornwell Orphanage, Clinton, 
are supporting only very small number chil- 
dren their own homes, but are hoping expand this 
service funds permit. These three institutions have 
their staffs case workers for intake work, and aid 
children their own homes direct development 
the more thorough study each case, which showed 
that some the children for whom application was 
made for institutional care could provided for 
their own homes the mothers had the necessary means 
support them. 

Adequate aid each case, carefully administered 
the interests the children, even though the number 
families aided must remain small because the 
lack funds, will the most valuable contribution 
the development state and local acceptance 
responsibility for preventing child dependency con- 
serving the home. institutional care, the quality 
the service the individual child the important 
thing. There are all too many instances 
administered the public authorities 
various states, being diluted point where the aid 
becomes negligible. comparatively easy matter 
obtain public interest and state legislation author- 
izing the granting public aid children their own 
homes, but often quite different matter obtain 
adequate funds.

Edna nine and has recently been placed foster 
home. The people are moderate means, wholesome, 
and very fond the child. When Mrs. 
goes the telephone, Edna becomes nervous and ex- 
cited. goes out the house, the same thing 
occurs. She must always where Edna can see her. 
When Mrs. phoned our office the other day Edna 
became hysterical and completely lost control herself 
for time. 

Edna illegitimate child whose mother, chorus 
girl, deserted her soon after birth. She left the baby 
with her father, youth good family, who paid 
board low-type boarding home until she was six 
years old. she received fair physical care, but 
almost training. When the foster mother died, her 
daughter-in-law took the girl live with her filthy 
home the woods, where she was brought our at- 
tention. With her father’s cooperation she was placed 
with very sympathetic, understanding woman who 
won her affection and helped her overcome many 
her very bad habits. 

year later the father found himself difficult 
situation. had been married for five years and had 
not told his wife his parents about Edna. was 
out work and his wife was expecting confined. 
felt would disastrous tell her and his family 
Edna’s existence. was unable support the 
child and begged place her for adoption. The 
boarding mother loved her, and did not want give 
her up, but could not afford give her free home. 
Moreover, she was moving community too far 
away for frequent supervision the Society. 

Edna was nice-looking child, with attractive 
personality. was impossible for secure 
early appointment with our community psychiatrist, 
but psychological examination showed her 
normal intelligence. 

Her first placement was home where there was 
considerable wealth. These foster parents had known 
her before she was placed our care, and when they 
learned that she was available for adoption, begged 
allowed take her. They had adopted one little 
girl and wanted companion for her. Their references 
spoke.in the highest terms their sympathetic under- 
standing children and their devotion their 
foster child. Edna was much distressed having 
leave the home where she had been happy, but the 


kindness and generosity her new foster parents, who 
showered her with gifts, won her completely. 

She remained the home for eight months, but she 
proved thoroughly out place. She simply could 
not measure the standard they set for her. She 
was noisy fact, everything 
that the first little girl, their idol, was not. They 
thought her selfish and inconsiderate, although they 
admitted that she loved run errands and perform 
little services for them all. They stressed her bad 
manners, although they were forced admit that she 
had improved tremendously since she had been with 
them. Because she was demonstrative and would say 
her foster mother, love you much because you 
are trying make good little girl,” they thought 
her shrewd and calculating. fact, she was different 
from their other little girl that they could not adjust 
her. She was more popular than the other child and 
they resented and became even more critical her. 
They felt affection for her and wanted give her up. 

When Dr. Plant saw her found her unhappy. 
She liked the people and loved the material comforts 
with which they had surrounded her, but felt their 
disapproval and was under constant strain fit into 
her new environment. The foster mother had gone 
the clinic with her mind strongly made that she 
could not care for Edna and must return her the 
Society. soon she learned that Dr. Plant agreed 
with her and that there was another home available for 
the child, she stiffened and insisted that she could 
and would win out. From psychiatric point view 
Dr. Plant felt that Edna should removed from the 
home once. the other hand, was convinced 
that would almost criminal this. She wanted 
stay and was terribly upset over the prospect 
being moved. she were taken away she felt that she 
would never trust him the Society again, and there 
would another sort emotional upset deal with. 
certain pride and sense duty rather than affection 
for the child held the foster parents the task for four 
months more. But resentment because she did better 
school and was more popular the neighborhood 
than her foster sister proved too strong and they de- 
cided return her. 

They had agreed give time find good home 
and make clear Edna the reason for the change. 
Instead they sent the child visit the home 
acquaintance and then recommended that leave her 
there. The home good one from every point 
view, and Edna much happier there than any other 
home, but she knows that she was put out the other 
home because the foster parents did not like her. She 
has realized for the first time her life that her stability 
does not rest upon her own plans desires, but upon

whether her foster parents like her, and that she can 
pushed out situation whether she likes not. 
can readily understand her anxiety when the new 
foster mother out her sight, and are told 
Dr. Plant that may years before she gets over the 
thought that she merely pawn. The important 
factor her adjustment will her assurance per- 
manency. Fortunately, her new foster parents love 
her dearly; they have other children with whom 
compare her and they are looking forward eagerly 
the time when they may permitted adopt her. 

Edna’s transfer was healthier and better atmos- 
phere, and was part constructive treatment. The 
difficulty such situation the accompanying de- 
structive drive the child’s most fundamental need— 
stability place where feels really belongs. 
How important is, therefore, for who seek ad- 
just these children who must removed from their own 
parents use every possible facility for psychological 
and psychiatric treatment that may avoid doing 
the thing which for the child may spell disaster.

state with good mothers’ aid law brought out the 
fact that during period when employment was dif- 
ficult get, the mothers’ aid list was greatly augmented 
mothers who were out work and were forced 
maintain their families the half-rations granted 
the authorities administering mothers’ aid. When they 
were able obtain employment they waived the aid 
and went work, even though this often meant neg- 
lecting the care their children. The struggle for 
adequate aid has long been waged family and child 
welfare workers who realize the futility assistance 
that simply wastes the public funds not making 
possible for the home maintained standard 
that safeguards the health the children and makes 
possible for the mother give them proper care and 
guidance. 

The extension aid the institutions mentioned 
and others southern states may become im- 
portant contribution the standards aid children 
their own homes. The best service will rendered 
giving the same attention the needs the indi- 
vidual child that given the institution itself. 
demonstrated fact that costs less maintain 
child his own home than institution, but the 

necessary for the maintenance home and 
for the preservation the physical, mental, moral 
and educational welfare the children demand 
greater expenditure money and service than fre- 
quently admitted.—E. 


DETENTION JUVENILE COURT 
CHILDREN 

The Board Cook County Commissioners has 
issued report “Juvenile Detention Relation 
the Juvenile Court Policy,” study the intake 
Cook County (Chicago) Juvenile Detention Home 
made students the University Chicago Gradu- 
ate School Social Service Administration. The 
study was made time when the administration 
the Cook County Detention Home was low 
ebb and numerous problems were calling for solution. 
During the month studied, September, 1924, 693 chil- 
dren were admitted the Detention Home. Four- 
fifths these children were boys. Only thirty-one 
children were under seven years age—dependent 


children and lost children who had been picked 
the street the police and brought the detention 
home until the parents could located. The small 
number this group significant. 

Analysis the sources from which children were 
received shows that police officers are the most im- 
portant factors the detention policy. the children 
detained, almost four-fifths had been brought the 
police. One the most important findings the study 
the fact that almost half the admitted 
the detention home through the police were not heard 
court. This raises question the possibility 
preventing detention considerable number 
children, especially when the situation not serious 
enough require consideration the court. 

Another fact special significance connection 
with possible prevention detention the large pro- 
portion children who were released parents, 
guardians other relatives—43 per cent the total. 
Since was found practicable release these chil- 
dren their parents after period detention, 
would appear probable that many them might have 
been returned their parental homes the first place, 
instead being brought the detention home. 

The report states that all districts, children are 
held two three hours longer, waiting for the 
Juvenile Officer for their parents, for wagon 
convey them the detention home.” Analysis the 
period elapsing before admission the detention 
home children taken into custody the police 
showed that per cent were held the station-house 
six hours more, per cent being held from twelve 
hours sixty hours more. The hour being taken 
into custody shown related the time elapsing 
before admission the detention home, con- 
siderable number children who were apprehended 
during the daylight hours were custody the station- 
house more than four hours. 

There has been much discussion the practicability 
superseding detention special detention home 
system boarding children subsidized family 
homes accordance with the method operation 
Boston, St. Louis, and some other cities, alone 
combination with detention home care. Detention 
for some hours station-houses has been found 
unfortunate feature both systems. The Chicago 
report shows that the presence commodious deten- 
tion home and special corps juvenile police of- 
ficers did not eliminate this which has been com- 
plained connection with the Boston system and 
probably present most cities greater less 
degree. The most important contribution the so- 
called Boston system detention subsidized family 
homes has been demonstration the fact that very 
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large proportion detention can prevented. When 
there available the police building with ap- 
parently unlimited capacity, detention becomes 
easy method disposing children who, more care 
were taken, might returned their own homes 
where they were living previously and which many 
them will returned after short period with per- 
fect safety the community and themselves. 

When detention really needed, should pro- 
vided, whether means family boarding homes 
special detention homes built for the purpose, with 
every possible attention safeguarding the children 
while under care. But this field, other institu- 
tional foster home care, prevention better than 
detention. Most the evils that develop detention 
homes—and there are many—may solved through

proof and warranted wear. What really does 
give another angle approach our problem, add- 
ing somewhat the range and precision our 
edge the facts, and giving better chance 
work out our own solution. 

frequent and mischievous error the identification 
with Binet.” The competent examiner utilizes 
many tests any single examination, and selects 
them each case suit the child and the problem. 
Some form the Binet-Simon age-scale commonly 
part the program, because that scale includes 
large number excellent tests which are well stan- 
dardized and well known. But the examination more 
than the sum all the tests employed, psychology, 


medicine. The psychologist, like the physi- 
cian, includes his data much that not the form 
test results, and the most important part his re- 
port the interpretation all these data relation 
the problem. 

The psychological examination does not stand alone. 
The validity the several tests used and the inter- 
pretation the results obtained depend upon the 
physical and environmental conditions the child’s 
life and upon his emotional experience. The 
gist works the best advantage one team 
closely cooperating specialists. thorough physical 
examination and good social history are prerequisites, 
and often the psychologist must defer judgment until 
still other specialists have rendered their verdicts. 
many problems behavior, for example, the psychia- 
trist’s findings are obviously essential, and many 
school failure due sensory defect. The children 
who find their way clinics are likely just the 
ones whose lives variety causes have worked 
together make trouble, and one these factors 
can evaluated adequately treated without refer- 
ence the others. 

Given the right conditions, single examination 
helps estimate—(1) the kind and amount co- 
operation which may expected from the child to- 
wards the solution his own problems; (2) the probable 
social value this individual maturity, and (3) 
some cases, the probable causes 
havior. Examinations repeated suitable intervals 
may very helpful (1) because the rate and character 
mental development far more significant than the 
actual scores made any particular date, and (2) be- 
cause, when child has been badly handicapped 
mismanaged, one the most cheering results proper 
treatment the gain effective intelligence.—

BIRTH AND DEATH RATES, 1926 

The Bureau the Census announces that birth rates 
for 1926 were lower than for 1925 the states 
the birth-registration area for which complete re- 
turns have been received. The highest 1926 birth 
rate (26.4 per 1,000 population) shown for Florida, 
and the lowest (14.2) for Montana. Twenty-one 
the states show higher infant mortality rates 
1926 than 1925. The highest 1926 infant mortality 
rate (92.9 per 1,000 live births) appears for Delaware, 
and the lowest (51.6) for Oregon. 
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REPORT THE FEDERAL CHILDREN’S 
BUREAU THE CHILDREN’S BUREAU 
CLEVELAND 

The recently issued study the Cleveland Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, made Miss Mary Mather Leete, 
another evidence how closely the Federal Children’s 
Bureau follows the trend affairs children’s work 
this country. Miss Leete has given kind 
photographic picture the heart the social case 
phases child welfare that city. The picture not 
strictly inclusive, however, and gives help the 
real values which should attached the Cleveland 
plan contrast with the methods followed certain 
other cities which are also interested seeing better 
order social work for children their own borders. 

The staff the Cleveland Bureau has been well 
chosen and has had able and devoted direction. There 
has been good supporting case work from the leading 
case work agencies and yet the situation not free 
from difficulties and uncertainties Miss Leete’s 
study seems indicate. The idea central reception 
and investigation bureau not new—Philadelphia 
entered upon such plan 1907 and abandoned 
1920, and Boston has persistently refused try the 
plan. Yet Boston has arrived standards child 
care which have not been approached most other 
large cities. And this measure true Cleveland. 

feel that Miss Leete too respectful all that 
contained the March, 1921, program for com- 
munity-wide plan for child welfare. Cleveland 
suffering from the efforts live under the plan. 
little more skepticism certain its most important 
planks and stricter checking those developments 
which are not accord with good social case work 
would very helpful. Assistance this regard 
not given Miss Leete, but will have come from 
supplemental study which will reveal how the plan 
has really worked. 

For example, according the plan, the Cleveland 
Humane Society the child-placing job for the 
whole community. Said plan never has worked and 
not working now. The original suggestion this 
regard was unwise and ill-founded. one agency 
metropolitan community can all the child- 
placing. axiomatic that where possible agency 
should complete the care which needed for each 
child received—that continuance care after 
ready leave the institution, the agency has one, 
logical step for the child. single experience 
quite liberalizing and broadening for any group 
workers the child-caring field being made 
careful foster-family work. Under the Cleveland plan 
this valuable experience concentrated the staff 
the Humane Society, which agency the Object 


criticisms—shall say unfair—from the other child- 
caring agencies, apparently because does not move 
children fast enough, but really because, through 
faulty plan, these agencies have been prevented from 
getting correct understanding how much more 
complete their care must be. 

The Children’s Aid Society Pennsylvania was 
once charged with the entire child-placing program 
Philadelphia. abandoned the plan for the same 
reasons which bear vitally the Cleveland situation. 

All who are interested following the Cleveland 
plan must study contrast with the actual practices 
other cities, and they must study the changes pending 
Cleveland. decentralized child-placing program 
and institutions all under the direction social case 
workers are order.—J. Prentice The 
Children’s Bureau Philadelphia. 


BRAZIL ADOPTS JUVENILE CODE 


December 1926, new code was adopted 
Brazil defining and safeguarding the rights children. 
Among other things provided for are: public supervision 
infants under two placed outside their own homes, 
regulation the admission foundlings institutions, 
and the transfer guardianship minor children 
organizations, institutions and individuals with pro- 
vision state supervision the children after transfer 
guardianship. The labor minors also regu- 
lated. Court procedure and commitment “schools 
preservation”’ are provided the cases minors 
under the age found neglected, and probationary 
supervision, institutional care and parole for delinquents 
under 18, who also may not imprisoned general 
prisons. Such standards are significant the interest 
which will bring the Pan-American Child Welfare Con- 
gress together Havana, Cuba, December this 
year.

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NEWS FROM OUR MEMBERS 

The county organization work the State Charities 
Aid Association has been instrumental effecting 
workable combination between public and private effort 
child care large number the counties New 
York. Forty-eight the fifty-seven counties outside 
New York City now employ one more agents for the 
care dependent and neglected children. practically 
all these counties the State Charities Aid Association 
has assisted the organization resources and 
majority them the work under the supervision 
local County Committees the Association. 


The recently issued report the State Child Welfare 
Department Alabama, covering the four-year period 
from 1923 1926 inclusive, puts much emphasis the 
value county organization for child-welfare work. 
The county child-welfare superintendent, coordi- 
nating the various forms welfare work the county, 
able provide the service needed with the least dup- 
lieation effort. 

meet the need for more trained social workers 
with understanding conditions the rural sec- 
tions the South, arrangement has been made for 
the Shelby County board education, the county 
board revenue, and Alabama College unite 
paying the salary trained social worker, who serves 
probation officer and school attendance officer and 
also conducts classes social case work Alabama 
College. The plan has been operation for more than 
year, the worker using the students assistants 
order give them field experience. 

The report calls attention the fact that social 
work Alabama crippled the lack legal pro- 
vision for mothers’ aid. This especially true cases 
where child working illegally has other means 
support. While private charity, the help the Red 
Cross, and various other measurés are meeting the 
situation some extent, legislation urgently needed 
give dependable source income cases evi- 
dent want. 

The State Department Welfare Georgia, Miss 
Rhoda Kaufman, Secretary, finds encouraging progress 
review the conditions affecting children 1920, 
the year its organization, contrasted with condi- 
tions 1927. There has been marked increase the 
use social service facilities safeguarding the place- 
ment children; institutional care definitely chang- 
ing from long-term custody short-term care followed, 
often, placement foster homes; the number 
communities employing social workers has increased 
from 16; juvenile courts have increased from 
125 and probation officers from 20.

MANUFACTURERS DISCOURAGE CHILD 
LABOR 

are informed the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee that the National Association Manufacturers 
has gone record, official vote its Board 
Directors, favor certain the fundamentals for 
which the opponents child labor have long been 
working. These include evidence physical fitness for 
work children between and 16, minimum educa- 
tional requirement, attendance continuation school, 
restricted hours labor and prohibition employment 
under dangerous conditions. Evidence that this 
real step advance appears from the fact that pres- 
ent only states meet all these requirements. 
doubtless true that these are not ideal standards and 
well below those the National Child Labor Commit- 
tee, but the action may hailed return that 
American regard for childhood which seemed for time 
eclipse.

The problem illegitimacy one the most deli- 

cate well difficult with which the Bureau has 

cope. effort understand more clearly the 

factors involved, the Bureau made study all

The findings this study seem emphasize also 
the need for the supervised recreation our young 
people, greater educational opportunities, and more 
careful moral and religious training, particularly 
the rural sections the state. gratifying note 
that not few the parishes, and notably some the 
non-English-speaking parishes, are developing com- 
munity center activities their own parish halls. This 
would seem the logical development. With the 
inspiration and encouragement the priests the 
parish, and under competent leadership, these activities 
should prove great constructive force the field 
prevention. only our Catholic laity who have been 
endowed with special gifts and have enjoyed the ad- 


vantages higher education and training could realize 
how much within their power lies the prevention 
sorrow, anguish, and disappointment 
young people, they would not apathetic and re- 
main aloof from active participation such work 
that the Big Sister and Big Brother groups. 

The reputed father contributed the support the 
child only about one-seventh the cases studied. 
Through the courtesy and cooperation Catholic 
lawyers, the Bureau endeavors follow all these 
cases with the view forcing the reputed father 
share the financial responsibility for the support 
the child. 

While wishing every way possible safeguard the 
reputation and future welfare the mother, the 
Bureau none the less feels that the rights the child 
should not lost sight of, and that the health the 
infant should not jeopardized too early separa- 
tion from the mother. Whenever and wherever possible, 
therefore, the Bureau advocates that the child kept 
with the mother least during the nursing period. 
recognized, course, that hard and fast plan can 
applied the treatment these problems, and that 
the final analysis, good, thorough case work will 
suggest the best plan followed each particular
